HE recent pequmenee of events in 
Burma, following on many 
months of slow Allied progress from 
India, gives rise to a situation in 
which it is possible for the Allies to 
force a decision, and thereby to alter 
profoundly the Japanese military 
control of South-east Asia. 

In the summer of 1944 Japanese 
penetration reached its high-water 
mark with the invasion of Manipur 
Province in India. This move did not 
constitute an invasion of India—the 
nature of the frontier terrain pro- 
hibiting any large-scale action un- 
supported by overwhelmirg air 
power——but rather an attempt to in- 
terrupt the Allied communication 
system running north-eastward 
through Assam to Ledo, and thence 
into the Hukawng Valley of 
northernmost Burma. The failure of 
this attempt, and the subsequent 
withdrawal of the Japanese, was fol- 
lowed by a steady Allied advance 
into Burma on two clearly defined 
lines. From the west the British 14th 
Army, under General Slim, thrust 
eastwards over the frontier hills to 
Sittaung, on the Chindwin River, 
and. thence down the. river to

No army of the size 
now operating in Burma could have 
maintained its existence without 
adequate and continuous supply 
from the air. As it is, however, 
grave limitations are imposed on the 
Allied effort due to the difficulties 
of supply brought about by the 
extremely long and hazardous routes 
to be traversed. This being so, the 
importance of the recent British 
landings at Akyab and Ramree 
Island on the Burma coast will be 
readily appreciated. Not only are 
airfields now available within

“ Provisional Government,” an- 
nounced publicly, presumably 
with Moscow’s approval, that it 
proposed to establish civil ad- 
ministrations not only in East 
Prussia and the Polish “Corridor,” 
but also in Pomerania and 
German Silesia. The effect of 
such a move would be to extend 
Poland’s western frontiers to the 
line of the Oder; and M. Bierut 
made it candidly clear that he 
and his colleagues proposed to 
take action, no matter what any 
future international ‘conferences 
might decide. On Monday night 
General de Gaulle, in a broad- 
cast from Paris, outlined the 
French programme vis-d-vis Ger- 
many. He pointed out that 
France already had made a treaty 
with the Russians, and that he 
hoped to make a like treaty with 
“brave, good old England,” if 
and when the British should agree 
with him in respect of “ what is 
vital ” in regard to France’s future 
relations with Germany, and 
if certain “ out-of-date rivalries” 
in various parts of the world be- 
tween the French and the British 
should be eliminated. General 
de Gaulle does not mince his 
words. He goes even farther than 
Marshal Foch went after the last 
war, because he insists that con- 
ditions sine “qua non to France’s 
acquiescence in any peace settle- 
ment must include the “ definite 
presence of French troops all 
along the Rhine.” He assumes 
that the left bank will be 
occupied by French forces, but 
adds that the right bank and the 
Ruhr Valley must be separated 
from Germany proper, and that, 
furthermore, the absolute in- 
dependence of Czechoslovakia 
(whose Government also has 
made a treaty with Soviet Russia), 
Poland, Austria and the Balkan 
States must be assured. The 
General also informed his people 


1 that he had told the Allies that 


France would not be bound by 
any agreement which should not 
have been discussed and approved 
by her representatives on equal 
terms. In short, the head of the 
French Government not only 
staked out his country’s claim to 
be included among the major 
members of the United Nations, 
but also ‘stipulated terms which, if 
they should be accepted, would 
involve, as the Lublin Com- 
mittee’s terms involve, the total 
dismemberment of the German 


| Reich. | 


Since 1940 the French people 
have undergone fearful trials. In 
all the circumstances, their re- 
covery has been astonishing, 
although their position still is any- 
thing but happy. In spite of the 
most appalling difficulties, they 
have been able to put a formid- 
able army in the field. General 
de Gaulle stated “that of the 
825,000 German prisoners taken 
on the Western Front no fewer 
than 210,000 had been taken 
by the’ French.” He, also 
stated “that the French Army 
gradually would become a 
predominant element in _ the 
occupation of Germany.” The 
French Government's task for the 
moment is almost unbelievably 
difficult, A Times correspondent 
speaks of “distress and rising 
tension” throughout the country, 
largely, if not entirely, as a result 
of the shortage of supplies. For 
most practical purposes, he de- 
clares, thes French economic 
system has collapsed. Communica- 
tions have broken down, and 
Departments are living almost 
independently of one another. 
There is a dreadful toll of ‘un- 
employment and under-employ- 
ment. The official food ration 
supplies the people with only 
about one-half of the number of 
calories that are essential to a 
proper diet; and the position in 
respect of proteins and vitamins 
is even. worse. The amount of 
available coal is les than 
half the amount that could be 
purchased before the war, and 
the “black market,” which 
during the occupation operated 
now 
operating against the people 
themselves. Frances greatest 
trouble is due to the lack 
of transport facilities; another 
difficulty has been created by the 
problem of currency. It has been 
reckoned that the German occupa- 
tion cost the French people no 
less than £5,000,000,000; and they 
are feeling the pinch even more 
acutely now than they felt it 
while the Wehrmacht was in con- 
trol of their country.
